13 be administered, prior to administering a vaccine. A healthcare
14 provider may consider including without limitation the
15 nationally accepted recommendations from federal agencies such
16 as the Advisory Committee on TImmunization Practices, the
17 information outlined in the relevant wvaccine information

18 statement, and vaccine package inserts, along with the
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healthcare provider's clinical judgment, to determine whether

any child may be more susceptible to experiencing an adverse

vaccine reaction than the general population, and if so, the

healthcare provider may exempt the child from an immunization

or adopt an individualized immunization schedule."; and

on page 12, lines 5, by replacing "annually" with "prior to

entering kindergarten, sixth grade, and ninth grade".
